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This mellow hike with little elevation gain is great for most age
groups and abilities. Duck Lake sits in a wooded area with a
meadow at the northern end and several dispersed campsites at
the southern end. The trail, passing through wildflowers in spring
and summer, offers great views looking east toward Yellow Pine.
